OUR FAMILY OF SIX THOUSAND. 


THoOst who read the article on the belgian refugees in the 
present issue will be able to form some conception of the magnitude 
of the problem and of the skill and devotion with which it is being 
handled. The cost of this undertaking is enormous. But. it: 
demands upon the energy, the organising capacity, the patience, and 
the tact of those who conduct it are far more exacting. 
certain point emigration is with us a familiar phenomenon. t may 
be said of the Jew that c’est som métier. But a sudden inrush of a 
flood of men, women, and children of all ages, characters, and 
stations, and several nationalities, is a very different thing. It 
imposes endless labour and responsibility in the way of sifting out, 
classifying, and allocating. It means,as the article referred to shows. 
practically the creation, almost over-night, of a large self-contained 
colony, complete in every detail. It entails rapid handling of the 
multitude of difficulties that arise in the path of a fleeing and stranded 
population. It involves a test of temper and spirit under which 
many of us might easily break down. Yet in this busy, teeming 
City of Refuge, honorary workers, as well as paid officials, have 
toiled with a will and success to bring order out of chaos, so that 
the machinery works with the utmost smoothness and regularity. In 
particular one has to commend the foresight and insight with which the 
major portion of the male inmates and a number of the women of the 
Poland Street refuge have been set to useful labour, generally in the 
interests of the refuge itself. The work has kept the people occupied 
—a most desirable object—-and. it has saved money. It is now the 
turn of the community in general to keep the machinery in motion. 
The workers have set an excellent example. Their coreligionists 
mist exhibit the chivalry and the gratitude to repay their efforts in the 
manner desired — by supplying the monetary motor power with- 
out which the machinery must come to a standstill, or—equally 
valuable—by offering to take the victims of the German infamy in 
Belgium under their own roof. It is particularly hospitality of this 
kind that is desirable. Our readers might do worse than adopt the 
suggestion of the writer of the article and repeat the grand old invita- 
tion bound up with the Passover— Let all who are hungry come in 
and eat.” That, at all events, is the traditional spirit, and we are 
confident that it will not be found wanting in this crisis of crises. 
THE PROPOSED JEWISH BATTALION. | 


WE gladly find space this week for the letter which Mr. CHARLES 
SEBAG-MONTEFIORE and Mr. DENZIL MYER have addressed to us 
on the subject of the proposed Jewish Battalion. Let us say at the 
outset that we have not hitherto discussed the inherent merits or 
demerits of the suggestion. All that we have done is to point 
out, in the first place, that the Chaplain distinctly exceeded his 
functions in approaching the War Office on the question, without 
the shadow of any authority, and acted from an unfair vantage 
point derived from the spiritual office he holds. In the: second 
place we suggested that if there were any considerable number of 
Jews anxious to join a Jewish Battalion, then, having regard to the 
country’s needs, we thought ita piece of childish and inexplicable 
pedantry to refuse them the opportunity. Our correspondents’ main 
indictment of the proposal is the allegation that the number of such 
volunteers would not be large, If that be so, then the whole 
project would automatically, as it were, fall to the ground, but it 
would really not prove or disprove anything as to is merits. 
We are told that the precedent of the Welsh and {rish brigades is 
irrelevant, since the Jews have no distinct territorial status. But 
neither has the sportsman’s battalion, nor the public school boys’

battalions, and probably many other of the sixty “fancy ” units which 
have sprung into existence as the result of the country’s appeal. As 
Mr. ZANGWILL says in his able letter in another column, while the 
Government has wisely welcomed every element of existing unity as 
a source of strength, it seems folly to waste sucha force as Jewish 
brotherhood. The quoting by Messrs. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE and 
MYER, in the manner they do, of letters from Jewish soldiers who 
express surprise at their equal treatment, is merely painful for the 
spirit thus shown. Of course, the Jewish soldiers are always treated 
as if they were soldiers by the authorities.. What did our correspon- 
dents expect? Did they suppose that soldiers who are Jews are 
regarded as foreigners”’ or — aliens” by the authorities, as it seems 
to us they are regarded by some of our coreligionists, who can talk of 
a Jewish Battalion presenting itself to the popular gaze as a “ foreign’’ 
legion, or an ° alien” battalion. Since, however, our correspondents 
think that this is the way Jewish soldiers are regarded; why quarrel 
with the establishment of a separate Jewish Battalion, and accuse 
its promoters of creating a differentiation that already exists ? 
The Point of Difference. | 


A CURSORY study of the Mornrg Post and the Times, and of many 
other journals published in this country just now, would show Messrs. 
SEBAG-MONTEFIORE and MYER that, try as one may, the Jews, 
as such, are always being singled out for reference.’ Despatches 
are constantly being published analysing the patriotism of the 
Jews in Kussia, the Jews in Germany, the Jews in Poland, and 
so forth. We have even heard from time to time the question 
raised as to the patriotic sacrifice of. English Jews. Surely the 
most vivid and striking answer to the insinuation thus ventured 
vould be the raising.of a specific force of Jewish fighting men 
for, as things are --and Mr. ZANGWILL puts the point well—the Jewish 
recruits--+,000 is a very conservative estimate of their total—-are 
“almost thrown away, so far as the general knowledge of Jewish 
patriotism is concerned.” A Jewish Battalion, too, could do far more 
effective missionary’? work, about which our correspondents 
are anxious, than the ’ pioneers’ who go as isolated units into various 
scattered regiments. 
Pattalion would touch the vanity” of our people. If they mean that 
it would apszeal to their pride, then we are entirely with them. But 
that is precisely the idea---or the ideal—which 1s at the bottom of the 
Welsh, or the Irish brigades, the Scottish regiments, and the whole 
Territorial classification of the Army, which gives us the Norfolks, the 
Surreys, the Munsters, and so on. It is the feeling of pride in one’s 
own and nearest which moves mountains—and commands victory. 
And among whom ought it to be a more powerful leverage than 
among the Jewish community ?. [he fact is that Mlessrs. SEBAG- 
MONTEFIORE and MYER appear to agree with every argument that 
appeals to those who favour the formation of a Jewish Dattalion, as 
can be seen by comparing -the contentions they employ with those of 
Mr. M: S. SALINGER, whose letter we also print in this issue. The 
only difference is that while they seem anxious to hide from them- 
selves the facts as they know them, and to shrink from the logic of 


them. Others are desirous of facing the facts and overcoming them. . 


There.can be little doubt as to which side takes the braver, the more 


courageous, and, we believe, the wiser, attitude. 


THE WAR-—AND THE FEAST.’’ 


A LETTER which we print from Mr Louis KLETZ, of 


Manchester, raises a matter of very deep importance for Jews. Mr. 
KLETZ suggests the formation of a representative Jewish Committee, 
“to consider and devise the means best calculated to lead to a final 
and definite settlement of the Jewish question.” The proposal, in our 
opinion, is timely and pressing. The interestsof the Jewish race through- 
out the world are deeply involved in this memorable war. It is a well 
understood diplomaticaxiom thatthose who have not partaken in the war 
can obtain no commanding voice in the Peace Council. As the 
cynical saying has it, only those are bidden to the feast who have 
previously borne the burden of sacrifice. Judged by that test, the 
Jews, with their four or five hundred thousand men in the firing line, 
ought to have some place at the Peace Congress, when it comes. | but 
they are not fighting, as are other peoples, as an entity, and although 
the Jews of all nations have common ties, the question is, who is to 
represent them at the historic gathering? There seems no reason 
why some Jewish organisation should not speak for them when their 
interests and very life come up for disposal ? 


Wanted: Organisation. 


WE are told on all hands that this is a war of liberation for the 
small nationalities; that the old problems which have vexed the 
world are now at last to to be liquidated; that the political organisa- 
tion of the world is to be reconstituted on national lines. But the 
Jews are a small and, in the main, oppressed nationality.  § hey, too, 
present an oldand nerve-racking problem. The question of questions is, 
as we repeat: who is to guard their interests when the conference gets 
to work and, lays down new conditions which may endure for genera- 
tions ? It may be said that the present is not the time for such thoughts 
and anxieties, and that, at the moment, we must be content to 
think nationally. That is true—up to a certain point. We cannot 
press forward Jewish interests in the thick of the battle. ~~ 
we ¢atl prepare to do so when war is over and the hour is 
settlement strikes.

HE insistent ery which meets the citizens of this country at every: 
turn is for more men to join the ranks of our brave and valiant 
soldiers. The determination of the Empire, without distinction of 
creed or race or origin, is to bring to a successful issue the war 

“that was forced upon it by the insolence and over-bearing of the Prussian 

military caste. ‘Your king and country need you” is a cry which has 
reached to the heart and the soul of many able-bodied Jews throughout the 
dominions over which George V. reigns. Our young men have flocked to 
the colours with a manfulness and a courage, a self-sacrifice and a devotion 
which, being repeated in the army of every country that is now a 
belligerent, and notably in the army of the Tsar, has given the 
lie to that moth-eaten  gibe -which spoke of the Jew as always pushing 
to the front except when there was fighting to be-done. The Jews 
that have flocked to the standard of the Empire have, as it were, set the 
seal of truth upon the direct antithesis to the gibe. For, alone of all the 
armies, the armies of the King are armies of volunteers. Jews have thus 
shown that without compulsion, without conscription, they are willing to take 
their place at the front when fighting has to be done for the honour and the 
good name of the country they have learnt to love. They have learnt to 
love, that is to say, in a sense, more strongly than even those who are of the 

Einpire by long descent of manygenerations. Forthey have learnt that England 

and I:nglish government have known how to enlist Jews as citizens. It hasbeen 

done without differentiation, and has thus given an example to all the world of 
broadminded humanity and worthy human dealing men with men. The cry 

“Your King and Country need you” has been recognised as a command by 

able-bodied Jews throughout the Empire, to an extent which has enabied 

them, as has been insisted more than once in this column, of doing 
their duty to Englan.t by doing more than their duty. 

But, “ Your King and Country need you” has carried to the discerning 
Jewish heart an echo that perhaps has been to some extent responsible for 
the promptness with which our young men have joined the colours. ‘This 
echoing voice within their hearts has enabled them to make up their minds to 
overcome some of the natural disposition in their parents-—who, being Jewish 
parents, are overweeningly anxious for their children—to overcome: the 
inborn inclination of the Jew to peaceful pursuits, and to overcome too some 
of the discouragenient, which undoubtedly in certain quarters has greeted the 
Jewish recruit. “ Your King and Country need you” has reached the ears 
of our young Jews, and in their heart of hearts the echoing voice has 
answered ~ Our faith and future call us.” They have not been slow to 
discern that the war upon which England and the Allies are engaged, the 
huge struggle that is being fought out, is on the part of the Allies a struggle 
in which the aspirations of Jews have the. best .hope hope. of realisation. 
They have not been slow to perceive that an over-riding militarism, such as 
Germany desires by force of arms to maintain, bodes no good for the 
future of a little people anda subject race such as are the Jews. They do 
not forget how Prussian militarism has been bivouacked by the cruellest and 


most insidious propaganda of anti-Semitism, one of the most notable of the 


‘products to which German “ Kultur” has lent itself. Thus, it is not 
remarkable that Jews, impelled to take their share in the terrible ordeal 
involved in the arbitrament of arms which is proceeding, should have flocked 
to the Allies’ colours to the extent they have. The impulsion has been a 
double one. As citizens as well as Jews England’s cause has appealed to 
the best instincts within them. “Your King and country need you” has 
found its answering cry, © Our faith and future call us.” 

At such a crisis in the nation’s history, at such a time in her affairs, no 
loyal citizen should hold a point of view other than that which is the point of 
view of the common cause, the point of view of the common purpose. To say 
that, for the Jews, this War has, as it were, a double call, is not to place the 
point of view away and apart from that of the common cause or the common 
purpose. It is but to accentuateit. And if the average citizen finds in the 
ery “Your King and Country nced ‘you” sufficient for him to present 

himself before the Recruiting Officer, the fact that the Jew feels in 
his heart of hearts the responding echo ‘Our faith and future calls 
-us’’ means only that his journey to the nearest depot will be a little 
faster. It serves well, too, because in his case there is just a little more 
of sacrifice to overcome, of personal considerations to be set aside, 
than is the case with the average citizen. Into details upon this point 
we need not enter. All we need is to offer a remark of surprise, regret, 
and of indignation, that in certain. quarters of the Press, where patriotism is 
held to be supreme, and loyalty to this country a prime consideration, the 
manner in which our young Jews have flocked to the colours has proved to 
be no sufficient brake to curb sneers and insults against our people, 
involving allegations of disloyalty and insinuations that we Jews in this 
matter of the war, have a point of view that is not that of the common 
cause, and which is something different from that which animates the 
citizens of this country as a body. }

: It is not wonderful that there should be growing up a sentiment amor g 
Jews, impelling them to a mark of loyalty and of devotion to King ard 


country, which even the blindest with prejudice and the most infatuatcd | 


with animosity cannot fail to see. The proposal to form a Jewish Battalion, 
~ to offer to the country a fighting force specifically Jewish, is the result of this 
growing sentiment. The War Office, misled into supposing that the Jewish 
Chaplain necessarily understood Jewish sentiment and Jewish feeling, have 
discouraged the idea. When volunteers flock to a specifically Jewish 


Battalion sufficient to man it, the War Office will understand that it has

been misled by the Chaplain. If a sufficient number do not recruit in order 
to form a specifically Jewish Battalion, some of the blame must attach to 
the Jewish Chaplain, and to those who have thus discouraged Jews from 
serving their King and Country. That there are some Jews who do not like 
the idea of joining a specifically Jewish Battalion is not surprising. There 
are some Jews who dislike association of all kinds with Jews as equals, 
because they possess little cramped and narrow spirits that somehow feel 
themselves patronized when they associate with non-Jews, and that satisfies 
their puny disposition. . But because there are such wizen-souled Jews 
whcese presence in any Jewish Battalion would not be desirable, that is no 
reason why they should object to other Jews joining as comrades their fellow 
Jews in a Jewish fighting force. Why should they wish to inflict the poverty 
of their spirit on others who are happily blessed with just that worthy 
courage and independence which is the soldier's best asset? 


The question of a Jewish Battalion or no Jewish Battalion will solve 


itself. Jewish battalion or no Jewish battalion, more Jews must join the 


colours. “‘ You King and Country need you” is again the insistent cry on 
the part of those in authority, who know the material they require in order 
to bring this war to a successful issue. . 
we Jews must not tire in our duty to our country. Let us not dissemble 
in this matter. We know quite well the ‘love and the devotion of Jewish 
parents for their children, of children for their home, of Jews for 


‘their family circle. We know the bitterness of the wrench when the 


flowers of our: flock don their khaki, gird their swords, and_ place 
themselves at the disposition of the King for military service. We know the 
foreboding which seizes the Jewish parent as he watches the child of his very 
being laying aside his civilian dress and becoming rigged out as * cannon- 
fodder.” Weare, as a race, a people largely endowed with sentiment—thank 
God! We are, as a people, largely endowed with an inordinate anxiety for 
our children—thank God! Asa peopie, we love our kith and kin with a 


devotion, sometimes with a blindness, which is the wonder—not always the. 


admiration, and sometimes the contempt—of the observers of other 
faiths. Thank God that we do so love! Thank God that the Jewish 
inspiration, that the Jewish soul and the Jewish heart lean to oa 
horror of war and bend © strongly towards peace! Thank God 
that the Jewish people have never been bemused by the fallacious 
philosophy which idealises carnage and slaughter, pain and suflering, 
the horrors of battle, the brutality of human conflict! Thank God that we 
Jews have never seen salvation in shrapnel, nor the work of God in the 
slaying of our fellow men! But, thank God, too, that we are not so 
removed from clay and earth, so transposed into realms of the ideal, 
that we are unable to appreciate occasions when, for the purpose 0! 
overcoming evil, that which in itself is evil must be employed. Retine ; 
men will upon the wickedness of war, humanity has not risén yet to a plane 
of civilisation which gives to man any other means of overcomins 


such evil as that for which this country has uusheathed the sword. 


Fhe problem that the war preseats even to the most peacefully inclined 
of us, leaves us no alternative.

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More men is their need to-day, and’ 
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No alternative either is left to the Jew in the struggle that is pre- 
vailing. We may grieve to see our children booked for the trenches, we 
may sorrow for our young men destined for the field of battle. But the 
alternative before us is this: are they to take part in what we hope and pray 
and believe will be a great victory, not alone for the country of which 
they are citizens, but for the moral forces of civilisation, and not only for 
the moral forces of civilisation, but because if it be a victory for the 
moral forces of civilisation, then of a surety for our faith and future 
as Jews; or are they to shirk their duty? What. logically follows ? 
Our children who. go out to battle may suffer the toll of war. But 
our children who do not go out to battle run a far graver risk. They 
run the risk of having attached to them the indelible infamy of having 


-refused to help in a war which is vital to the future well-being of the 


Jewish people. How will Jewish shirking, if: such there be, help us ? 
The triumph of militarism involved in the triumph of Germany 
means a poor look-out, indeed, for the future of the Jewish people. As 
with Belgium, so with the Jew. He is of alittle people. There will be 
short shrift made of him in the engulfing voracity of the Welt Politik, 
which is the basis of Prussian militarism. It is in the direct interest of Jews, 
apart from all considerations of loyalty as citizens of this great country, that 
the Allies should win. The spirit of the Maccabaens is not dead.’ It lives 
and willlive. Our young men have not shirked and will not shirk. To the 
Jew asked to fight upon the side of the Allies, “ Your King and Couetry 
need you” brings an echoing answer “ Our faith and future call us.” The 
fight which England is waging is a fight which, in the nature of things, 1s 
a fight for the Jewish cause throughout the world. 

The Jewish cause throughout the world is involved, as has been pointed 
out more than once in this column, at many points and in many ways. At 
such a time it weré not for the Jew to insist upon the Jewish point of view. 
His cause is the common cause. But,in the day when the fighting is done and 
the battle is over, when the map of Europe is “ altered and repaired,” who is to 
plead the cause of that “little people’’ whowill have given half a million of men 
to the fight, that “little people’’ which has suffered for centuries from the very 
evilwhich England is striving in this struggle to overcome ? And not alone the 
niapot kurope. The heart of Jewry,the ancient land of our people, will be in the 
settlement. 
Palestine tor the Jewish people ?, Those of us who are not Zionists, but who 
have,from youthtooldage prayed day by day for the return of our people to the 
land of our fathers, may ask as urgently as any professed disciple of Herzl, 
where is the force in Jewry that should ask that the prayers and the aspirations 
of two thousand years of our people may at long last be crystallised into fact 
when Palestine is in the giving? Surely it were time to mobilise what forces 
we can,

means.” Asa third rule, he suggests that these aliens “should not be separated 
from their children or from their wives, who, in many. cases, are Englishwomen.” 
We heartily endorse these “rules” in regard to the internment of “alien enemies,” 
not for the least reason because they accord with the best of English spirit towards 
those to whom England is at war. To make an “alien enemy” suffer punishment, 
which seems to be the idea of some newspapers, under guise of adopting precautionary 
neasures, 1s repugnant to every notion of fair play. | ne 


**Scraps of Paper.’’. 


The writer of the letter goes on to denounce the suggestion made by certain 


papers that naturalised Germans and Austrians should be treated as if they were 
aliens, thus regarding as mere * scraps of paper ” the solemn documents by which 
they became British citizens. The sort of suggestion to which he alludes will not, 
we are sure, add to the safety of the country. On the contrary ; for its only: effect 
can be to convert alien friends into alien enemies. 

Nothing seems to me more cowardly and un-English (says the writer at the end of his 
letter) than for men who can't or won't fight to start pogroms against defenceless 
individuals. We have gone into this war, as I understand it, to enforce or maintain a high 
standard of public faith and conduct. , . The whole spy mania is a contemptible 
exhibition of nervous ignorance, where it is not, as | sometimes fancy, the last resort of 
newspaper men in want of copy. 

Well, we should not like to say anything so all-embracing as “the whole spy 
mania,” because the infamous and abominable espionage system. which the 
Germans have brought to a fine art, and in service of which they have stuck at no 
consideration or amenity that was likely to deter them in their none too honourable 
_ purpose, is one that must be guarded against by drastic means. It isa system that 
cannot be overcome with lavender and kid gloves. But when the means that have 
been taken come in after years to be considered, no Englishman will be proud of 
the wrong and evil he was compelled to be party to in the interning of *‘ enemies” 
in the Concentration Camps, mainly because either the Government, pace the 
Home Secretary, had not taken sufficient and efficient measures against German 
spies before the war, or if they had, then they allowed themselves to be forced 


into unnecessary harshness and vigilance to satisfy newspaper agitation 
panic.— Jewish World.

—_...And Jews and Russia. | 
To THE Eprror.—From Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL, “ Far End,” Fas 
Preston, Sussex. 


Sir,—Mr. Percy Cohen makes light of Sir Edward Grey’s assurances 
to me of England's sympathy with the emancipation of Russian Jews. 
* Really, we knew that long ago,” he says. In American Jewry Sir Edward 
Grey's assurances have been criticised on exactly the opposite ground that they 
are too suspiciously novel, and that he had refused to interfere even for the 
emancipation of English. Jews—in getting them equal rights to enter Russia 
Mr. Percy Cohen says: “It would be more to the point if Mr. Zangwill were jin 
a position to tell us what the Foreign Office did to supplement England's well 
known sympathies.’ But I have already told the world that Sir Edward Grey 
is working diplomatically for the emancipation of the Russian Jews, and in his 
own words “will neglect no opportunity to encourage it.” It is not a question 
to be relegated to the end of the war, as Mr. Percy Cohen and most Jews 
seem to imagine, but a question that demands solution at this very moment. 
Should, however, the solution be unfortunately postponed till the genera| 
settlement, then I have further assurances that the rights of Jews in al/ 
Mr. Percy Cohen’: 
suggestion that the British Jews should endeavour to secure the co-operation 
of Sir Edward Grey is thus somewhat superfluous. One does not goad a 


willing horse. 


But it would certainly strengthen Sir Edward Grey’s hand if the Jews 
had in the meantime become popular in England, and therefore I am as 
amazed as you, Sir, at the action of our Military Chaplain in dissuading the 


War Office from sanctioning a Jewish Battalion. Personally, as one beyond 


the fighting age and below the fighting strength, I am very loth to preach | 


others into the trenches, but since some 4,000 Jews ave joined the ranks, 
‘t is four thousand pities that they should be almost thrown away, so far as 
the general knowledge of Jewish patriotism is concerned. Even your idea, 
Sir, of collecting the names of those who are serving their King and Country 
into an “ Honour Record ”’ will not greatly mend the general ignorance upon 
the point, while I understand that your proposal subsequently to present 
the lists in book form to the King and Country is being resented in certain 
quarters. I have even heard that the Jewish Military Chaplain himself 
objects to the publication. But this is surely a fantastic invention. If the 
Maccabeans instead of throwing away their money on conventional British 
charities, which flourish without their assistance, would spend it in scattering 
broadcast the proposed Book of Jewish Heroes, they would be more worthy 
of their name, and do far more to cement British Jew and British Christian. 

While the Government has wisely welcomed every element of existing 
unity as a source of strength—even association in schools and sports being 
utilised—it seems folly to waste such a force as. Jewish brotherhood. It is 
the less explicable as the Jewish religion demands special foods and services 
and holy days, and under such solemn circumstances the Jewish Chaplain 


would have a special opportunity of influence, while his work would be 


concentrated instead of being hopelessly scattered. One would havethought 
he would have been the first to propose a Jewish battalion. [But now that the 
old trained members of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade which might have made so 
splendid a nucleus have been allowed to drift into Christian regiments, | 
fear that our best material is already unavailable for the proposed unit.

Sir,—We note with much satisfaction the correspondence published in your 
last issue between the War Office and the Rev. Michael Adler. We feel, however, 
that your comments thereon and the advertisement which appeared on the adjoin- 
ing page, demand an expression of opinion from those who are not in accord with 
your views. We feel sure that your reputation for allowing both sides of the 
question to be heard will ensure us a small space in your valuable columns. 

We very heartily grant the patriotic motives of those who are responsible for 
this suggestion. We are convinced that their main object is to obtain the services 


of a number of Jews who would not otherwise have joined His Majesty's. Forces. 


We do not, however, think that this number would in any way be large. In 
common with other Managers of our Jewish Lads’ and Men's Clubs, and Officers 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, we have exercised some influence in producing the 
very desirable results that have already been obtained in recruiting among the 
Jewish youth of London. We are also in close touch with a large number of Jewish 
young men in this city, and although we recognise that a Jewish Ba-talion would 
touch their vanity we feel convinced that it would not appreciably affect the 
actual number of recruits obtained. : 

Jews of East London have been recruiting well—far above the average among 
their fellow-Englishmen of other faiths. There is only one reason which militates 
against a large increase in their number, and that is the unrelenting opposition of 
the parents, particularly the mothers. 

We feel sure that if you would direct your influence and energy to convincing 
Jewish mothers that it is their duty to allow their sons'to defend their country and 
their own hearths if you bring home.to them that, no sacrifice would be sufficient 
to repay this great country, which gave a generous welcome to them or their fathers 


‘when they sought her -hospitality—strangers and friendless—-that would be 4 


greater service to England and to Jewry than raising what would “only be looked 
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We have received many letters from Jewish lads in Camp and on active 


service, some of which have been forwarded to you, and some even published by 
you. Many of these mention, wit} '

1 surprise, that notwithstanding the fact that it is 
they are treated just the same as the others and no difference 


In the reserve battalions that have recently been formed, a large’ number of 
members and ex-members of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade have been recruited. A 


great proportion of these lads have at once been promoted to non-commissioned 


rank. There is a vast number of these lads in every arm of the Service. Is it 


not in the interests of the Jewish community that this is so? Each lad is a 


missioner who will help to break down the remnant of that prejudice against 
Jews which Still survives in England, and which is born of ignorance of the Jew. 

It has frequently been argued that we have a Scotch, Irish, and Welsh 
Battalion; why not a Jewish Battalion? The cases are in no way analogous. 
One might as well extend the argument to the County Battalions. The Jews have 
no territorial distinction in this country. 

To sum up, we feel convinced that the proposed Jewish Battalion would 
induce extremely few, if any, who-would not otherwise enlist: that the present 
system-of yeneral enlistment. in all regiments is of inestimable benefit to. British 


Jewry, and that the proposed Jewish Battalion is calculated to do an immense 
amount of harm to the Jews of the British Empire.

Sir,—It is important that the War Office should be at once disillusianed on 
the question of the attitude of the community towards the proposal to founda 
specifically Jewish Battalion for incorporation in Lord Kitchener's new army. 
You yourself have rightly pointed out that the Rev. Michael Adler had no 
authority to speak in the name of the community on this matter. The community 
has not been consulted. The very fact that a large body of patriotic young Jews 
are prepared to enrol themselves in a specifically Jewish Battalion | is in itself 
sufficient proof that a section of the community entertains quite different views 
from those held by the Jewish Chaplain and his anonymous advisors, but I am 
in a position to say that the attitude taken up by Mr. Adler is at variance with 
the opinion of a far wider body of Anglo-Jewish opinion, as it is opposed to logic 
and common-sense as well as to the ancient and recent traditions of the British 
Army. | 

Mr. Adler, in his unauthorised communication to the War Office, advanced 
no reasons or arguments for the conclusion that the proposed Jewish Battalion 
is undesirable or unnecessary. Many reasons can be advanced to show that it is 


both desirable and necessary, and these reasons are by no means local in their’ 
character or application. There are many orthodox Jews to whom entrance into 


the Army is made very burdensome, owing to the fact that they are unable to 
observe those dietary and other ritual practices which the Jewish religion enjoins. 
That Britain has good reason to appreciate the hold which such practices may 
take upon sincere religionists, the story of the Indian Mutiny is sufficient to 
show. Only the other day we learnt that the War Office had made arrangements 


for the preparation of a special Mohammedan cemetery for those Indian soldiers’ 


who might die in hospital, in order that they might be interred according to the 
rites of their faith. Picturesque accounts have also appeared in the newspapers, 
describing the special dietary arrangements which the Indian soldiers are obviously 
permitted to make, and we well know that grave dissatisfaction would be caused 
throughout the ranks of the Indian Army were such dietary observances flaunted 
or disregarded by thé British authorities. The Rev. Michael Adler will surely 
not make light of Jewish requirements in this respect, nor will he contend that the 
Jewish dietary laws are of less account than those of the Indian subjects of King 
George. Why should he then object to the raising of a regiment which would 
facilitate Jews oie a wing ane country, and at the same time observing an. 
i tant practice of their religion: ' | 

Wo wenhing has been more inspiring in the stories of the War than the isolated 
accounts which reach us of Jewish bravery at the Front, both in our own Army 
and in those of our Allies. Yet it would be infinitely more encouraging were 
a specifically Jewish regiment able to show that it could challenge comparison in 
military ardour and heroic prowess with any other unit of the Army. It would 
do more to check anti-Semitism in this country than hundreds of newspaper 
articles, pulpit sermons, or Chanucah services. Again, newspaper correspondents 
have told us how nobly the pastors of many different denominations have performed 
their duty in administering the last rites to stricken soldiers, or in bringing spiritual 
comfort to the wounded. Jewish soldiers who form a negligible proportion of 
existing units of the British Army, have not had these privileges provided for 
them. No Anglo-Jewish Chaplain is present at the front to give them spiritual 
assistance, and if they pass away (except for the ministration they may happen to 
receive from some Jewish Chaplain to the French or Belgian Army) it 
is without hearing a single characteristic Jewish prayer, and they are burieg 
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upon as an alien battalion and might be regarded by our Allies as almost analogous 
to a Foreign Legion.

This objection ison all fours with the stand- 
point taken up by the Rev. Michael Adler to the proposed Jewish Battalion, 
it is high time that some of us should raise our voices to protest against it and 
express our abhorrence of this cringing, mealy-mouthed attitude.

SIR,—Will you let me make a few remarks based upon my own experience 
in support of the action taken by the Chaplain against the formation of a Jewish 
Corps. I feel sure this would turn out a fiasco, judging from what has happened 


before. Inthe year 1861 it was decided to form a Jewish Rifle Volunteer Corps. , 


Sixty members joined, Mr. Barnett Lazarus was the Commander, I-was an officer, 
and for a few months everything went well. Soon the men began to disobey law- 
ful commands, and in the end the regiment had to be disbanded, and the rest 
merged into the 6th Tower Hamlets Rifle Corps. Only ten men transferred, and 
as the others had been always quarrelling for commissions, we could not manage 
them at all. The officers, as far as I recollect; were Mr. Lazarus, Mr. M. 
Montague, Mr. Simon Marks, and Mr. Rubinstein. | 

Thus ended the former attempt to form a Jewish Battalion, and I feel sure that 
the present movement is equally doomed to failure.

DEAR Mr. ADLER,—I was much interested in the correspondence in last week's

‘which have been formed between England, Scotland, and Wales. It appears to me. 
that that there is some self-advertisement being got out of this suggestion, and we who

THE WAR AND AFTER: 
The Jewish Position. 


To THE Eprror.—From-Mr. LOUIS KLETZ, The Mount, Higher Broughton, 
Manchester. | 


Sir,—At a time when the greatest drama the world has ever seen is running 
its grim course, when sea and land are turned into one vast arena for the titanic 
struggle between might and right, it is perhaps inevitable that the ordinary atftairs 
of man should pale into comparative insignificance. | The nervous tension of these 
strenuous days, with its disturbing influence on our mental equilibrium, must 
necessarily interfere with the normal perspective, and the relative value of things 
is altered beyond recognition. Matters which are of vital importance are left to 
take care of themselves, and others, of lesser weight, monopolise the whole of our 
thought. Yet there has never been a time when the concentration of our erergies 
and the husbanding of our resources have been a greater necessity than it is to-day. 

This terrible war, in which half the population of the universe is involved, has 
brought upon everybody in general, and upon us Jews in particular, trials and 
problems of overwhelming complexity. The alleviation of distress consequent 
upon the German atrocities in Belgium and the wholesale internment af aliens in 


England presents a task of no mean order. Belgian refugees on the one hand, 


and destitute Anglo-Jewish families on the other, appeal to our generosity with 
equal force. But far above any of these problems, serious though they are, stands 
that oldest of all questions, now rendered even more acute, that of the future of the 
Jews. 

Amid the deafening din of battle we are apt to overlook the tragic spectacle of 
half-a-million Jews locked in deadly struggle for causes which are not of their 
making and for results from which few of them will benefit. With true and com- 
mendable patriotism we applaud their splendid spirit ; cheerfully and readily we’ 
make the sacrifice of life. But after the war—what? We in Great Britain are 
safe under the protection of civilised laws; the Jews of France and of one or two 
of the smaller European States enjoy both liberty and equality. But what of the 
millions of our coreligionists in Russia—are they to relapse into the darkness of 
the medieval reign which is grinding them down even while their sons are shedding 


‘their blood on the mudfields of Poland? “What about the Jews of Galicia aud 


Posen—are they to be handed over to the tender mercies of an autonomy poisoned 
by intolerance and unreasoning Jew-hatred? And, last but not least, what of the 
Jews in Palestine, and Palestine itself-—are both to be left as pawns in the game of 
peace-making when that happy time shall finally have arrived ? vn 
His Majesty the Tsar of Russia has promised religious freedom and political 
equality to all his subjects, Mr. Churchill has eutlined a European map based on 
principles of nationality, while Sir Edward Grey has expressed his sympathy with 
our claims for equal rights. All this is encouraging and augurs well for the future 
of Jewry, but camit, will it, be realised? Far be it from me to question their 
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good intention or, Cassandra-like, to prophesy evil, But can we afford to leave 
things to chance? Is it not likely that in the haggling over treaties, in the inevit- 
able process of give-and-take, the weakest will go to the wall? 7 

Our position to-day is stronger than ever it has been for two thousand years: 
it may never be as strong again until eternity. We are a race of twelve million 
souls, yet we have contributed half a million combatants on the fields of battle 
and we have therefore a right to be heard. Aye, and if we know how to make 
our voice penetrate we shall be heard. But to do this effectively will require all 
the skill and statesmanship for which Jews are so undeservedly famous. It will 
need, moreover, unity of purpose, wise organisation, and a strong lead. Can all 
this be secured? 

{ am not, ordinarily, in favour of creating new bodies, and in ordinary 
circumstances I have little faith in Jewish conferences. But special cases 
require special treatment, and this is certainly a.case for bold action. I know of 
no existing organisation which iscompetent to deal with the problem before us, and 
delay is fatal. The conclusion of the war must find us ready, I say “us” advisedly, 
because it is the Jews in Great Britain, and they alone, who can take the 
initiative. All the forces in Anglo-Jewry—Orthodox or Liberal, National or 
Assimilationist—Zionist or anti-Zionist—must be united for this supreme effort so 
that the final settlement, when it comes, may not see us left out in the cold, 
Opinions may differ as to the best means for the desired end. For my part I 
recommend the summoning of a conference of responsible and representative Jews 
in this country, under the chairmanship of the most highly-placed member of out 
community, to consider and devise the means best calculated to lead to a final and 
definite settlement of the Jewish question. This may sound like a roving commis 
sion, but it is all that is necessary for the first step; the rest will follow in due 
course. 

The JEwIsH CHRONICLE commands, and deservedly so, considerable influence 
throughout the vast dominions of the British Empire; its pages are read by the 
majority of English-speaking Jews throughout the world. And in no way could this 
influence be utilised to better purpose than by enlisting it in support of 
a united attempt to secure for our race that measure of liberty which is the 
inalienable right of every human being

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A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWIsH CHRONICLE.] 


THE MOTIVE OF RELIGION. 
* Doth Job serve God for naught >. Job i., 10. 


| This question of Job's slanderer suggests -as the subject of the present 
discourse : ‘The Motive of Religion.” \ What is the motive that influences 
people in doing what they deem to be right, in conforming to what they con- 
ceive to be the will of God? The question ‘concerns us as much as it 
concerned Job in the ancient story. We listen for the answer, and our 
Bible teems with promises of earthly reward. We look around ‘us, and all 
experience holds up the prizes of life, and says: “ These shall belong to 
those who serve the Lord. Health, happiness and good repute, nay, even 
prosperity and wealth, are promised to and given to the man who lives 
uprightly, . The wicked man is threatened’ with disgrace and ruin. - With 
many exceptions and suspensions, the rule is true that all things work 
together for God’s children. | This being the case, the question whether the 
motive that influences our religion is a selfish one becomes very real. On 
the other hand, theology, whether it be that of Judaism or any other 
religion, presents us with a whole schenie of rewards and punishments. 
On the other, we have the teaching of the Jewish Sage in the Ethics of the 
Fathers: "' Be not like servants who serve their master for the sake of 
receiving a reward, but be like servants who serve their master without: 
such consideration, and let the fear of Heaven be upon you.” Now while 
Job's whole soul may revolt at the idea of his serving God for gain, he 
cannot escape from his perplexity by denying the fact, or insisting that he 


i) 


shal get no gain out of serving God. The fact is that, in the long run and 
in the large view, prosperity and the service of God are bound together. 
That is the idea ot life. That is what our sense of justice demands. But 
the Bible has two classes of utterances on the subject. On the one hand, 
it has the numerous promises which offer blessings to obedience, and assure 
men that if they serve God they shall prosper. On the other hand, we have 
the type of teaching represented in such words as ‘Whom the Lord loveth 
he chasteneth,”’ and the numerous passages in the Psalms and elsewhere 
which speak of the tribulations of the righteous. So that the return for 
goodness often seems to be not prosperity but ‘suffering. But speaking 
gencrally, we are inclined to attach the notion of reward to righteous action. 
[n its most palpable and simple form, the recompense we look for is direct 
and material—the kind of. recompense that is | 
Frequently Promised in the Pentateuch. 

The faithful man sees in the multiplication of his cattle or the enlarge 
ment of his palace the direct and necessary testimony of his faithfulness. 
There is something very attractive, because there is something very true, in 
the idea. In the world in which it should be true without disturbance there 
‘must come to bea a noble sense of harmony and peace—the temporal laws 
of life acting in unison with the eternal laws of righteousness. Even. halt 
true, as it is here, the glimpses we catch of its half-truth are full of fascina- 
tion. But we can see also what its dangers are. We can see why it is good 
there should not be too close and regular a correspondence between virtuous 
action and material reward. If every good action were immediately and 
fully rewarded we should come to think that-the blessing was the final and 
important thing, and every good man would lay himself open to the reproach 
of Job’s slanderer: “ Ah! you are well paid for what you do. -You do. not 
serve God for naught.’”’ Now consider another motive—that motive which 
looks for a blessing not in this life but in the life beyond the grave. “I may 
not be very fortunate here,’”’ says the good man," but I shall be happy in 
heaven. I can afford to wait. 
freedom from suffering which I am to have for ever and ever.” What 
multitudes of souls have fed upon this certainty! What multitudes are 
_ feeding on it now, and gathering great strength and patience therefrom. 
And we can see at once that this expectation of celestial reward has 
left behind it much of the danger of the anticipation of reward 
to be received on earth. In the first place it can never be so distinct. and 
definite. Again there is the fact that they are far away and must be waited 
for. The goodness must be here and now, the crown of the goodness is not 
till by and by. Self-sacrifice to-day, but the recompense of self-sacrifice 
only when the grave is past and eternity begun. Evidently that sort of 
expectation has a power of spiritual education. It demands patience and 


hope. It compels the sacrifice of the seen and present for the unseen and 
future. It calls for faith, the trust in a promise. There must be self- 


control and that communion with God which the child has with the father 
in whom he perfectly trusts, but who withholds from him for a time the gifts 
that he will certainly bestow on him some day. These are great things for 
the soul to have. The discipline which gives them cannot be stigmatised 
as mercenary, and yet it is a service for a personal reward. So that even of 
a saint who stands in the midst ef present sorrows looking forward to the 
joys of a future state, the question may be asked: * Does he serve God for 
naught?” It is a great step forward that we take when we pass to the next 
motive, and come to 


Character as the Essential Reward 


of a noble life. When we say, with another Hebrew sage, that the reward 
of a commandment is the ability to perform another commandment, we pass 
“beyond all that is commonly meant by consequences. Our thought is fixed 


on intrinsic qualities of the soul as the true result and recompense of 
struggle after righteousness. If I do these brave things I shall be brave, 
If I resist this temptation to impurity I shall be pure. Bravery and purity 
as real possessions of the soul make the new ambition. Virtue is its own 
reward. What then becomes of the old question? The asking of it no 
longer strikes shame, but sends a glow of gratitude into the religious soul. 
“Do you serve God for naught?” someone asks, “No,” comes back the 
reply, “not for naught. I ama better man. That is my reward for being 
good.” But is this the highest motive that can possibly actuate us when we 
resolve upon obedience to what we conceive to be God's will? Is there 
not, even in the ennoblement of character, something in the nature of 
personal reward, and in the expectation of such reward an element of self- 
love? May there not be a higher motive for doing good even than this ? 
Such a motive may be looked for—a motive that casts aside every possible 
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their place and lose their danger. 


I can suffer for these few years, sure of the - 
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hes 


taint of mercenariness? It is a two-fold motive, from which all idea of self 
is excluded, and which fixes its gaze upon God and man. There is the 
idea that we should do good in order to honour God, for the sake of what 
our Rabbis call BUN WIIP—the sanctification of God’s name. And there is 
the further idea that by doing good and leading a pure life we may be of help 
to our fellow-men. Here is a double privilege that we earn, and 
from which the last touch of selfishness has passed away. The man who 
is rendering the highest type of service is not even asking whether he is 
becoming a better man by so acting. He is not thinking of heaven, of the 
salvation of his individual soul. He is certainly not counting his bank, 
stocks and his barns. He is intensely aware of God, the absolute glorious: 
and of man, the actually needy. He is full of the healthy sense upon 
which Judaism lays so much stress that glory ought to be manifested and 
need ought to be relieved. He believes that if he serves God both of these 
ends will in some way, in some degree, be brought about: And so he bends 
himself to his work, knowing that God is more honoured and man is made 
happier by the life he leads. These, then. are 

The Advancing Motives of Service. 
The lower motive does not necessarily pass away. The man who 
mounts so high that his controlling desire is to serve his fellow-man, still 
thanks God that his most external life is filled with mercy, that the world 
beyond the grave is bright: with promises and that’ his soul is ripening 
under divine culture. All these are with him as desires. and as grati- 
tudes. But dominating: them all, and giving to each its true propor- 
tion, is this great dedication; and in its power the other motives keep 
Is. there not here a glimpse, such 
as one delights to get, into the great future? The search for earthly happi- 
ness, the sense that happiness and goodness naturally and appropriately go 
together is never going to be eradicated from the life and soul of man. The 
craving for celestial bliss will always make one of the celestial passions of 
the heart which believes in eternity at all. Theambition for character must 
ever be the mainspring of much of the noblest of, human action. But both 
must be surrounded and commanded by the great, unselfish wish to glorify 
God and to serve fellow-inan. ‘That is the reward of doing good which casts 
the taunt of the slanderer back into his face. ‘ Dost thou serve God for 
naught?” °'Oh no,” comes back the confident reply, “ His wages are 
unspeakable. Day by day I find ini serving Him the privilege of ministering 
to His glory and of helping those who are His children and my brethren. 
That is enough. That is a reward which not only satisfies me, it overwhelms 
me.”

OUR FAMILY OF SIX THOUSAND. 


HOW THEY ARE BEING TENDED. 


[Special to the ‘‘ Jewish Chronicle.’’] 

Everything in this crisis is on the grand scale, All the elements are pressed 
into the fight. Armies sweep forward in millions. The holocaust is world-wide. 
And the flight of non-combatants has thrown into the shade every exodus in the 
annals of this troubled planet. 

In the forefront of the exodus is the Jewish element. 
We are “the wandering Jews !” 

Here in England a community of 6,000 has streamed in upon us. A great 
family of 6,000 souls—men, women, and children—of all sorts and conditions, 
young and old, French, Belgians, and Russians, people that have tasted poverty 
for the first time, and many who have never known other, have poured through the 
English ports and have come to us for succour, They have not been denied. They 
have been received And to-day, silently, lovingly, ungrudg- 
ingly, with a minimum of -fuss, and a maximum of effective energy, this great

As for the small and 
ress desirable element, those with little children receive an allowance of twelve or 
thirteen shillings a week, and we endeavour to get their relatives, if they have any 
here, to help them. Those who are without children are sent to lodging houses 
atfihated to the Shelter, and are fed at Monnickendam’'s Rooms. Some refugees, 
who shrink from seeking ‘assistance, I seek out myself. These include several 
doctors and professors.” 
| _ Where they are Housed. 

At the present moment some 200 of the refugees are in the Shelter, 850 in the 
Poland Street Refuge, and 300 in the Manchester Hotel (the last-named will 
contain between seven and eight hundred, when full). The rest are accommodated 
as guests in private kouses, or in the hostels which are being opened in a number 


of quarters. The authorities also furnished a number of empty rooms for 


refugees, feeding them at. Monnickendam’s—five hundred day. In 
other cases rooms have been taken, the refugees receiving an - allowance 
forfood. The Shelter has a hostel at Greenwich for forty persons, and another 
at New Cross fortwenty. The hostel at Bristol, in which the Rev. J. Polack has 
taken such great interest, accommodates about twenty persons; and other towns 
ave made similar offers of hospitality—the Shelter would bs glad if they 
would -hurry forward their preparations. Then, it should be added, the students 
among the refugees are housed in the North London Jewish Club. 

We must at this point, however, add a word of warning. The classification of 
the refugees given above is a very rough and ready one. There is no very sharp 
division, men of the same occupations being found, for instance, at Poland Street 
and the Manchester Hotel. But generally it forms a sort of classification, which 

At the Shelter. 
Let us now take a glance at what we maycall the three main camps, beginnin z 
with the Shelter. 

The Shelter is the headquarters. Hither throng, on the average, some 350 
persons a day (in the early days of the influx it was nearer one thousand): and a 
band of voluntary workers has evolved a serviceable organisation for dealing with 
the little army. Here, inone room, uporra series of forms, sit, more or less patiently 
(frequently less), anumber of menand women. Other refugeesstand about—bearded 
elders absorbed in the War news in the Yiddish Press ; mothers with babies in their 
arms; children oblivious of the world-shaking events which have suddenly cast 
them into the heart of London, The hubbub of conversation rises and falls, Men 
and women try to catch the eye of this or that official. The women, or some of 


expostulation and explanation, until the excitement ends—from sheer exhaustion, 
We Jews are so eloquent—and “nervy”! 

The people on the forms? Their wants are infinite in their complexity. 

“Who's for Paris ?’’ cries the doorkeep2r (many of the Parisians are being 
repatriated) and the candidates are sent into the Committee Room. “ Who's to 
be registered ?’’

them, button-hole them, and pour out their particular tale. The official answers: 
so does the woman ; the two speak together, the voices mingling in a crescendo of _ 
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sick.ehildren, or—but their wants are infinite. They are well behaved. A few, 
here and there, perhaps have the spirit of the Schnorrer who believed that°he wa. 
doing his benefactor a goad turn by accelerating his entrance into Paradise. Bu, 
as Mr, Landau says, the majority are deeply appreciative and—it is Mr. Landau's 
word—charming. 

The Tables Turned. 

The people are ushered into the Commaittee Room. One is a Russién gentle 
man from Dresden. He was in good circumstances at"home, His sons won dis 
tinction at the University. Then came the War. The mob wrecked his house, 
and he himself was imprisoned fcr nearly three months. The Dutch Consy; 
intervened, and the once wealthy mun stands an appellant before the Committee 
of the Shelter. But he does not like ciarit,.. He wants employment. 
stands the fruit business. But what'can the Shelter do? 

Enter a woman and twochildren. Their cases are soon disposed of ; they are o/1 
to their relatives in Paris the next day. 

Here is a distinguished looking gentleman getting on in years. He was 
communal worker at Antwerp. Then the siege, and the surrender. All that i, 
needed is a weekly advance. The return of the money is guaranteed by a third 
party—and will be granted. And so the tale proceeds. 


A Human Exchange.

The Shelter is, indeed, more than a refuge; it isa sort of human exchange. 
or clearing house. From all parts of the world come. requests to trace lost rela 


tives. The other day, fifteen children from Rotterdam had strayed from. their 
parents. The Shelter had the task of discovering the relatives in London—and 
succeeded. 


At Poland Street. 

This is not so much a great building, as a small town teeming with humanity 
—a veritable ‘city of refuge.” Over its fortunes presides Mr. Ernst Schiff, a very 
venial and able Mayor in sooth. : 

The inmates are not of the very poor, neither are they of the well-to-do. In 
Point of occupation they are a decidedly * mixed lot ’"—shop assistants, commerc al 
travellers, diamond cutters, bootmakers, cabinetmakers, merchants (grandiloquen, 
term'!), labourers, tatlors, clerks, teachers, barbers, a musician, a chemist, and—a 


painter. The painter is an engaging lad of fifteen. He has painted Mr. 
Schiff's portrait—and done it well. 
A few weeks ago, the refuge‘was an abandoned workhouse, suffering from 


eighteen months’ disuse. Now it isa busy hive of humanity, organised on excep- 
tionally good lines. As many as 1,00 persons have passed through the binlding; 
and nearly a thousand are stil in residence. The aim of Mr. Schiff and his fr:end, 
is to keep the inmates employed —it is good for the people and economical for the 
refuge. Sixty per cent. at least are thus engaged. For remuneration, there are 
ten cigarettes a day (much enjoyed), and, it is hoped, a sum of money on leaving. 

A nest of workshops have been set up. 
busy. There, carpenters 


Here, half a dozen tailors are kept 
and bootmakers are at work (the latter repaired eighty 
pairs of boots last week}. A ganz of whitewashers find employment, and so 
do the sign-writers. At one point 13 a workroom for women and girls, who 
fepair the clothing and make new garments. he dining tables and counters, 
thé keys of the doors, the reading desk of the synagogue, all are made upon 
the premises. The refugees cook their own food: 
and they provide the Chazan to read the prayers. 
example of a self-contained community. 

There is a dispensary anda miniature hospital where wan-faced little ones 
lieabed, though not with serious illness; a room where elderly men pore over 
the Talmud ; an apartment where the inmates read and write; a nursery where 
the children skip and dance; a milk kitchen where milk is served out to the 
little ones and elders who are ordered it by the doctor; and a great clothing store 
graciously presided over by lady volunteers and amply stocked for the little colony. 
There is also a school fitted up by the L.C.C. for the 130 children of school age, 
and a large courtyard where the refugees gather in considerable numbers. It is a 
typical crowd of Polish and Russian Jews—the refuge is appropriately located 
in Poland Street~and the courtyard looks like a strect in Lodz. But the people 
are appreciative, and respectful: They raise their hats to Mr. Schift as he passes, 
and he moves among them with a bonhomie which puts them all at their ease. 
The wheels of the mathine*move smoothly. All honour to the operators ! 


At the Manchester Hotel. 


A private, motor omnibus draws up at the Manchester Hotel. A number of 
refugees have arrived, from the Shelter. In they pass through the be-flagged 
entrance and the spacious hall. They are of the middle-class—genteel men, 
refined and well-clad women, far removed from the charity-receiver, very much 
akin to the members of the average London congregation. They are at once 
medically examined, and their names are registered. With the disinfection of their 
lugyage anda bath, the preliminaries are over, and the refugees are installed as 
guests in the Hotel. They are in excellent company. Their fellow-guests include 
a number of good class families, and among the residents are a goldsmith, an 
hotel proprietor, asoap manufacturer, a milk and butter merchant, and a bookseller. 
The accommodation is good. Parents and little children occupy rooms with only 
a few beds, the elder girls and boys sleeping in the dormitories. : 

The old Manchester Hotel—so well known 'to City men—is transformed. The 
erstwhile coffee-room is now the refugees’ dining-room. A new kitchen has been 
setup. The former writing-room has become a girls’ dormitory. A lofty nursery 
resounds to the merry laughter of the children, and a synagogue, too, is installed 
in the one-time hotel. A doctor's room for the medical attendant, and a dispensary 
and a milk-room also figure in the equipment; while a row of hot water bottles 
for sick residents testify to the thoughtfulness of the management and the thorough- 
ness of the provision. 

Everything proceeds with clock-work precision, under the able direction 
of Mr. Otto Schiff, Mrs. Joseph Gluckstein, Mr. George Levy, Mr. Jack 
Joseph, and their colleagues. The hotel is a rare example of real hospitality 
hospitality in “the grand manner” of philanthrophy. And its spacious 
rooms, while they form an ideal environment for the innocent victims 
of a great upheaval, bear eloquent testimony to the depth of feeling which the 
crisis has evoked in the Jewish community and the determination to face the 
circumstances in a large and generous spirit. 

But the burden is heavy and the need is great. The cost of the widespread 
hospitality approaches over £1,200 each week. That money has to bs found. but 
the task may be lightened if private families will take the refugees under their roof. 
The National Committee have offers from 100,000 would-be hosts. The Jewish 
community might well imitate this kindness, representing the age-old proclama- 
tion: ‘‘ Let all who are hungry come in and eat.” For the great family 
which has come into our midst is almost more than Mr. Landau 
and his co-workers can bear, “ Have I conceived all this people?” they might 
exclaim. ‘“‘ Have I beggtten them, that thou shouldst say tmte me, Carry 
them in thy bosom as a nursing father beareth the sucking child!” We cannot

AUSTRIAN AND GERMAN ATROCITIES. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD. 

The Jewish quarters of Balshevitzi and Bolslravi in Galicia have been burnt by 
the Austrians. The retreating forces of the latter also set fire to the Galician 
Jewish townlets Rudki, Komarko, Repnik, Butusk, and Choloyeff, which were 
almost entirely destroyed. 

A bomb from a Zeppelin killed the Jew Krum and his daughter at Warsaw. 

At Kieltzi the large synagogue was struck by bullets during the battle. 

At Radom the police, at tthe instigation of the Poles, searched Jewish houses 
to investigate whether our coreligionists had concealed smal! cons and Germans, 
Both libels were discovered by the authorities to be absolutely false. 

At Prushkoff the Germans have converted the synagogue into a stable for 
horses. ‘ They have also illtreated three hundred Jewish and Polish hostages, and. 
compelled old Jews to march long Cistances with the army. 


VISITATION OF WOUNDED SAILORS AND SOLDIERS. 


The Chaplain is organising a system by whith every Jewish sailor and soldier 
in hospitals throughout the United Kingdom shall be regularly visited by a minister, 
or a member of th2 local congregation. The Admiralty and the War Office have 
supplied official lists of these institutions, and Mr. Adler is communicating with 
the authorities at each hospital and arranging for visitation, as set forth in the 
following circulars :— 

RE JEWISH SOLDIERS. | 

(a) I should feel greatly obliged if you would notify me the arrival of any Jewish 
soldiers at your hospital, as lam very anxious that they should be visited by a Jewish 
minister, If it is not asking too much, could I have a return twicé a month reporting © 
‘whether there are any Jewish soldiers under your care. __ 

(6) In the event of any man dying, would you be good enough to address an imme- 
diate communication to the Jewish minister of the town, who will be found at the local 
synagogue. Should there be no synagogue in the town, please telegraph to me. We are 
most anxious that our own men should be interred in our cemeteries. 

(c) The War Offic» has just authorised the publication of a new Prayer Book for the 
Jewish soldiers, and J therefore wish to suggest that you apply for a number of the’same 
for the use of any Jewish patients who may happen to come under your charge. 


DEAR COLLEAGUE,—At the present time there is a considerable number of sailors 
and soldiers of our faith scattered throughout the different military hospitals of the 
country, arid I am very anxious to organise a system by which every one of them slall be 
visited by one of our ministers. I am therefore inviting my colleagues in tha various 
districts to be good enough to take charge of the hospitals nearest to them. 

Rl names of those to which I would ask you to attach yourself are appended at the 

It is most desirable that you should get at once into personal touch with the authorities 

of the hospitals, to whom I have issued a letter upon the subject, and continue from time 

to time to obtain returns from them as to the entry of Jewish men. | 

The authorities are so busy just now that unless you take direct action in the matter 
they are unable to supply the necessary information without considerable delay. 

i would ask you to obtain from the men the exact name and unit to which they 
belong, for example :— | 

Private Isaac Levy, 
: 2nd Middlesex Regiment, 
Gunner Abraham Cohen, 
25th Battery, 
Royal Field Artillery. 

It would help me very much in my work if you would send me these details, and also 
report upon the condition of the men, and any interesting particulars of the men's 
experiences at the Front. Letters to their relatives should also be written for them. 

I would further suggest to you to appoint suitable members of your congregation to 
help you, if you find it necessary’ In towns where no Minister is attached to the con- 
gregation, I am asking any local Jewish resident whom I happen to know to undertake 
this important work. 

I should be pleased to furnish you with any further information upon the subject, and 
know that I can confidently rely upon your cordial co-operation, oe

A QUESTION TO MR. ZANGWILL. 


MR. ZANGWILL'S. REPLY. 

The following answer by Mr. Zangwill to the question Mr. Wells addressed 
to him in the Daily Chronicle, as to what is to prevent the Jews having Palestine 
and restoring a real Judea, appeared in the Daily Chronicle of Monday fast :-—-

To Mr. WELLS 
Per favour of the Datly Chronicle. | 

Dear Mr. Werts,—Your “ War in the Air,” published in 1908, has become 
a reality so soon that I dare not reply too sceptically to your suggestion that the 
time is ripe to recreate the old Judea in Palestine. That idea ts certainly in the 
air. And, enormous as are the obstacles and difficulties—difficulties which have 
led me to suggest a new Judea in Canada or elsewhere—they would assuredly 
lessen if Englishmen of your stamp would work to ensure British suzerainty for 
the new State. But grateful as all true Jews would be for such help from English- 
men, they could only accept it if its motive was pro-Jewish, not anti-Jewish, 
justice and not Jew-hate. Palestine could only receive and support the Jews in 
small instalments, and as the majority of the thirteen millions must long inhabit 
their present homes, an offer of Palestine, coupled with an aspiration, or worse! 
a policy for the clearance of other countries of Jews—such as Stephen Graham 
has so naively suggested for Poland—-would be a trap from which IT should do my 
best to dissuade my fellow-Jews. Nay more! No bait of Palestine will lessen 
the insistence of our demand for equal rights in Russia, Rumania, or wherever 
anti-Semitism drags down civilisation

PALESTINE AND THE JEWISH PEOPLE. 

Eprror.--From Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, 2, Summerfield Avenue, 
West Kilburn, N.W. 

Sir,—In view of the great events which are now taking place in the world, a 
spzech delivered by the (seventh) Earl of Shaftesbury nearly forty years ago 
deserves to be rescued from oblivion. At the annual general meeting of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, held at the Royal Institution on June 10th, 1875, the 
Earl of Shaftesbury spoke on the necessity of a scientific exploration of Palestine, 
and in the course of his remarks (fully reported in the Quarterly Statement of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, July 1875, pp. 115-117), he said :— 

Let us not delay to instruct our friend the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Grove, to send out 
the best agents he has-in his power to search the length and breadth of Palestine, to 
survey the land ; and if possible to go over every corner of it, drain it, Measure it, and, if 
you will, prepare it for the return of its ancient possessors, for I must believe that the 
time cannot be far off before that great event will come to pass. We have there a land 
teeming ‘with fertility and rich in history, but almost without an inhabitant—a country 
without a people, and look! scattered over the world, a people without a country. f 
recollect speaking to Lord Aberdeen, when he was Prime Minister, on the subject of the 
Holy Land ; and he said to me, “ If the Holy Land should pass out of the hands ot the 
Turks into whose hands should it fall?" Why, the reply was ready, * Notinto the hands 
of other Powers, but let it return into the hands of the Israelites.” | And surely there are 
signs toshow that the time is near at hand when the Lord will have mercy upon Zion. 
t had once a conversation with that grand old‘Hebrew, Sir Moses Montefiore, now in his 
ninety-first year, but yet on the point of starting again ona pilgrimage of mercy. I had 
a conversation with him a few years ago, and we entered upon the whole subject of the 
Jewish question. A more liberal-hearted man does not exist on the face of the earth. I 
see in him a concentration of the spirit of the Maccabees. “The future of the Holy 
Land,” he said, “is this: Give us security for life and property, and the Jews will 
return and take possession of their ancient territory,” I have. had letters to a 
similar purport from the Bishop of Jerusalem, who will no doubt confirm what I say. 
The number of Jews who have already returned to their land is considerable. Villas 
are growing up inthe neighbourhood of Jerusalem, they are occupied by Jews, and I hear 
that there is manifested a great inclination among the Jews in all parts of the South and 
the East for their return to the Holy Land, whenever they are assured that the Turkish 
Government will be not only able but willing to carry into effect the measures which 
have been ratified in their behalf.” 


The importance and significance which- these words, spoken by such a great 
authority as the Earl of Shaftesbury, have for the present time need no dwelling 
upon. That the signs of which the Earl spoke then have greatly increased during 
the last forty years every one acquainted with modern Jewish history knows: * :

THE JEWISH QUESTION IN’ RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) | 
| PETROGRAD. 

At the beginning of the war, as is vell known, the Government, many officials 
and anti-Semites adopted a better tone towards our brethren. For instance, the 
Tsar suspended the restrictions on Jews in-regard to joint stock companies, 
The Ministry, however, ina recent case, refused to comply with the Tsar’s order, 
Even the wife of a Jewish hereditary honorary citizen (Selikin) has been fined a 
hundred roubles for visiting the capital. A similar fate befell a Jewish refugee 
from Grodno, M. Rubinstein, on his arrival at the capital to spend the anxious 
period with his mother. Not even the fact that his father is a State Councillor and 
an army doctor was taken into consideration. A Jewish theatrical company was not 
allowed to enter Petrograd. The influential appeals on behalf of families of Jewish 
soldiers and war victims to facilitate their settlement outside the Pale and the 
admission of their children to schools fall on deaf ears, to the disgust of all right- 
minded citizens. Not only, as I drew attention to a few weeks ago, are the 
appeals for the admission into Russian universities of Russo-Jewish students of 
German and Austrian educational institutions ignored, but even twenty-five Jewish 
ld medallists were not accepted above the norm at the Petrograd University, 
iough the professors had petitioned the Ministry on their behalf. At Kieff 
thé Jews who were allowed to sit for examinations are being carefully watched, to 
ensure that thev shall leave the city immediately after the examinations. The 
intimation that the Tsar's call to the students to receive commissions in the army 
does not apply to the Jews has caused them great sorrow, as they are anxious to 
fight for their country. Yet the Russkoe Zuamya-enjoys immunity even when it 
agitates in favour of Germany, and accuses the Jews and the Ireemasons of 
originating the war. The Poles, too, are allowed to spread their anti-Semitic hbels

SWISS JEWS AND KOSHER MEAT.

BASLE, 

A peculiar situation for the Jews in this country has lately-arisen. Our Kosher 
meat supply has been cut oft owing to the prohibition, by neighbouring countries 
directly affected by the War, of the export of cattle and provisions. As you are 
aware Shechita is not allowed in Switzerland and we are obliged to procure Kosher 
meat from the nearest towns. over the frontier. The Federal Council cannot 
authorise Shechita as the prohibition is embodied in the Constitution which it 
cannot override. The Federal Council is, however, anxious to meet our wishes as 


far as possible and has sought permission from the Government to approach neigh- 


bouring States with the view to some heads of cattle being killed weekly on foreign 
soil according to the Jewish method. Provisionally cattle are being so killed in 
Italy, but this measure will not help communities in the North such:as St. Gall, 
Zurich, Baden, and Basle, The inconvenience to which we are put is, however, 
in no way comparable to the misery that has been created for our coreligionists in 
other lands, | |

OBITUARY. 


Death of Professor Barth. 


We regret to record the death, at Berlin, of Professor Dr. Jacob Barth. 
His demise, at the age of sixty-five, will be deeply felt in the German capital, 
especially among the members of the Adass Yisroel Congregation. Dr. Barth 
was one of the noblest representatives of Berlin Jewry, and as Professor at the 
University, Lecturer at the Rabbinical Seminary, and Government Privy Councillor, 
he ranked as one of the most prominent Jewish scholars. Dr. Barth studied 
under Dillman in Berlin, and Dr. Néldeke in Strassburg, and in 1873, after having 
obtained his degree, he was appointed Teacher at the Rabbinical Seminary 
founded by Dr. Israel Hildesheimer, whose daughter he married. In 1876 he 
became Private Lecturer, and in 1880 Professor, at the University of Berlin. 
When that University celebrated its Centenary, Dr. Barth was appointed Govern- 
ment Privy Councillor, anhonour which has fallen to few Jews in Germany. _ He was 
highly esteemed in learned circles as one of the foremost scholars in Semitic 
languages and their grammatical construction. But he was also honoured for 
his fine character, humanitarian feelings, and devotion to Jewish interests. He 
was closely affected by the present war, for three sons and two sons-in-law were 
fighting in the ranks. Only a few days ago one of the sons, Dr. Heinrich Barth, 
an army surgeon who, for his exceptional bravery, had won the Iron Cross, was 
killed on the battlefield in the West through the explosion of a bomb. 


A Literary Appreciation by Dr. Israel Abrahams. 


Beyond a doubt, Jacob Barth was the most distinguished of the band of Jewish 
scholars, who, in recent decades, have devoted themselves to Semitic Philology. 


His great treatise on the Structure of Nouns (‘‘ Nominalbildung in den semitischen 


Sprachen ”) was received with acclamation in 1889-91 (a new edition appearing in 
1894). Naturally some of Barth's conclusions have been disputed, and some of 
them refuted, but, on the whole, more and more scholars are accepting his theories 
that Nouns, Adjectives, and Participles in Semitic are derived from perfect or 
imperfect stems, and retain as charactéristic and essential the same one vowel sound 
as is found in the verbal stems. These theories are too technical for treatment. in 
detail in this appreciation, but the reader will find a careful analysis of Barth's 
views, and a guarded but unmistakable preference of them to Lagarde’s conten- 
tions, in the Oxford wersion of Gesenius’ Hebrew Grammar (§ 83). 

This, while the most important, was by no means the sole contribution to 
Semitic Philology which a grateful world owes to Barth. In a long series of 
separate books and essays—-several of them to be found in the Z. D. M. G.-—he 
recorded many fresh discoveries as to the origin and growth of forms, and offered 
illuminating suggestions as to the primary meanings of Hebrew roots. Especially 
to be named are his ‘“‘Etymologische Studien” (1893) and his * Wurzelunter- 
suchungen” (1902). He was induced to identify certain Hebrew with other 
Semitic roots, recognising similarity under rather bewildering metatheses and 
substitutions, and on the other hand detecting ‘ differences in apparently 
identical stems. By this means. he arrived at. striking novelties as 
to the translation of words Thus Barth was a lexicographer as well 
as a grammarian, and his name appears scores of times in the Oxford Hebrew 
Dictionary. It must not be imagined, however, that Barth avoided purely 
Arabic subjects. On the contrary, he edited parts of Tabari’s Annals for de Goeje, 
and also issued, in 1876 and 1902, works by Talab and al-Outami. Yet, devoted 
though he was to comparative Semitic philology, his main interest was with 
Hebrew, unc _rstanding by Hebrew not merely the Biblical variety, but all the 
post-Biblical developments. Often in his writings he combined two sides of his 
knowledge, the Arabic and the Talmudic. This he did, for-instance, in an essay 
contributed to the Berliner Festschrift of 1903. In this he discussed Midrashic 
Elements in Moslem Tradition, finding his material not so much in the Moran (as 
Geiger had done), as in Bokhari. Barth cited {fom the latter the comparison of 
the pietist’ reading the Qoran-to the citron (ethrog), fragrant alike in odour and 
flavour—a comparison precisely similar to oné found in the Midrash (Levit. Rabba 
on xxut., 40). So, too, he edited the original text of Maimonides on Makkoth, 
again combining his Arabic with his Rabbinic interests. In this publication Barth 
resumed the investigation of Maimonides’ Arabic Commentary on the Mishnah, 
after a neglect of two-and-a-half centuries... The Oxonian Pococke published 
portions in 1655, but until Barth and Baneth revived. the subject in 1879 no 
scholar’ had attempted to provide anything better than the current and inaccurate 
Hebrew versions, 

This edition of Maimonides was published in the Report of the Hildesheimer 
Seminary in Berlin. Besides his activities as a University Professor, Barth 
devoted much time to teaching at the Seminary—indeed, the latter may be said to 
-have formed his chief occupation. Among his courses at the Seminary were 
lectures on the “Guide to the Perplexed,” on the Targum, and on Palestinian 
Talmud. He naturally lectured also on grammar and Bible. He was not a 
disciple of the Wellhausen School, though he refrained from aggression against 
the “ Higher Criticism.” He preferred to proceed by the method of positive 
exposition of his own views. Thus he lectured at the Seminary on ‘‘ The Law in 
the Prophets,” while, of course, Wellhausen regards the prophets as earlier in 
date than the Law. In his Biblical writings Barth showed similar conservatism. 
In his “Job” (1876) he maintained that the book was earlier than Jeremiah; on 
the other hand, his “Isaiah” (1884) was completely philological, not dealing 
specifically with any question of criticism. On the whole, Barth was-not fertile 
as a philosophical exegete, and criticism is as much a matter of psychology as of 
philology. : 

That he was quite ready, when occasion demanded, to bear a courageous 
part in the vital concerns of the hour, was shown by his vigorous reply to

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Delitzsch, when the latter startled Europe by his exaggerated Pan-Babylonism. 
Delitzsch explained the Hebrew Bible as almost entirely Babylonian, leaving no 
room for Hebraic Originality. In 1902, Barth delivered a lecture which he 
published under the title ‘Babel und Israelitische Religionswesen.” In this he 
upheld that a discrimination must be made between Assyrian facts and Assyrio- 
logists fancies, He protested against the absurdities of enthusiasts who were 
inclined to overrate the value of new discoveries, great though these were. 
*Barth in particular pointed out that there must have been a common stock 
of primitive Semitic tradition from which emerged on the one side the gross 
Babylonian polytheism, and on the other the pure Israelite Monotheism. There 
are other excellent touches in this discourse, notable being Barth's use of the Song 
of Deborah, as evidence of the absence of Canaanite influence.on Hebrew Mono- 
theism. It was an able vindication of Hebrew originality. Barth is not in general 
given to the apologetic. manner, but he did indirectly render service to apologetics. 
It is remarkable, for instance, to observe how consistently he removes textual 
difficulties without changing the text. His was a truly scientific mind, explaining 
the phenomena, not explaining them. away. Added to his technical expertness 
was a strong and original individuality. The combination produced a rare example 
of philological genius. 


VAN RAALTE.—Mr, Jacques Van Raalte died suddenly last Thursday at 
Tunbridge Wells.

THE LATE MR. ARTHUR COHEN, KC. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

A service in memory of the late Mr. Arthur Cohen was held on the evening of 
yesterday week at 26, Great Cumberland Place. The Chief Rabbi officiated. 
Among those present were Lord Reading, the Attorney-General, Mr. Justice 
Warrington, Lord Swaythling, Lord Channing, Lord Southwark, the Right Hon. 
Arthur Birrell, K.C., M.P., Lady Joyce, Sir Philip Magnus, M.P., Lady Lewis, 
Sir David and Lady Brynmor Jones, Lady Lawson Walton, Mr. Reginald Smith, 
IK C., Mr. A. Hl. Jessel, K.C., the Hon. Malcolm McNaghten, and Mr. Theo. 
Mathew. 

Addressing those present the Cuter Rapper said: In the Biblical lessons of 
this season, we read, **And Abraham was old and well stricken in age, and the 
Lord had blessed Abra ham in all things.’ These words also apply to him 
whose loss we mourn to-night. For Arthur Cohen had completed the measure 
of his years and the Lord had blessed him in all things. The old rabbis 
enumerate the attributes of the happy life: honour and wisdom, attluence and 
power, loving children and length of days, crowned by a beautiful hoary age. 
All these were his. In.a manner given to few mortals he reached the mountain 
“top—the height of his phvsical and mental powers and the fruition of lofty a:ms 
~—before he was called to his eternal home. With the poet, his kindred may 
well say :— ‘ 

Nothing is here for tears, nothing to wail 

Or knock the breast: no weakness, no contempt 

Disprarse or blame; nothing but well and faz 

And what may gutet us in a death so noble. 
But it is not only to and on behalf of his family that I speak to night = It 1s ig the 
name of Anglo-Jewry that I would offer my tribute of respect to the great 
‘departed. For in his life the course of Jewish cmancipation in England is 
strikingly illustrated. © When he was born, a Jew was still prevented from sitting 
in Parliament or from holding any office, civil or military, under the Crown ; he 
was debarred from any situation or membership in corporate or academic bodies. 
Arthur Cohen, to whom later in life came the highest honours —professional, 
academic, political—could in his youth only with great difhculty find admission 
to one of the Colleges of Cambridge. Again, like his illustrious uncle, Sir Moses 
Montefiore, he belonged to all Israel. He was a Jew, and nothing Jewish was 
alien to him. His fifteen years’ Presidency of the Jewish Board of Deputies, and 
his affiliation with the Jewish Territorial Organisation, prove his intense sympathy ° 
with Jewish suffering ; while his connection with the Borough Jewish Schools and 
lews’ College testify to his interést in Jewish education and Jewish thought. But 
his fame extends far beyond his religious community. Our teachers say truly 
“When a sage dies, all feel as if they. have lost a near kinsman.” And 
Arthur Cohen was a sage, a legal luminary, the doyen of the English 
Bar, international jurist with an international reputation. had 
the wisdom and the modesty, the calmness of spirit and the clear- 
ness of mind, the large-hearted humanity and the absolute stainlessness 
of name which are the pre-requisites of the ideal judge. With Jessel and 
Benjamin, he formed the triumvirate of renowned latter-day representatives of an 
ancient race of jurists and codifiers, a race that has given the moral law to the 
world. My friends, on the most solemn occasion of the year, the High Priest 
would read to the worshippers assembled in the Temple a brief section from the 
Sacred Scroll. He would then conclude with the words: ‘Far more than I have 
read unto you is written therein.” I likewise have read only a few lines from the 
scroll of the life-story of.no ordinary man. Far more than I have indicated has 
our deceased brother wrought and been in the world. The Almighty-——with whom 
there is remission of sins, infinite compassion and eternal justice—will grant him 
his recompense in the life beyond. While here on earth his memory will remain 


an inspiration and a blessing ; even as it is written : “And they that be wise shall | 


shine as the brightness of the firmament, and they that turn many to righteousness 
as the stars forever andever.” Amen.

FELS.—Mr. Joseph Fels, of Philadelphia and London, the inventor and 
proprietor of Fels-Naptha Soap, and the leading financial supporter of the “single 
tax” movement, who died on February 22nd, aged 60, left estate sworn for pur- 
poses of the English grant at £123,000. The testator directed that his wife “‘shall 
have entire disposal of any and all wealth, real and personal, I may die possessed 
of. as seems best to her.” But he requested her to pay £50,000 dols. (£10,000) to 
Walter Coates, late of Middlesbrough, and now of Fleet Street, “as a token of my 

appreciation of his faithfulness to me and as a man.”

“THE GOD OF LOVE AND THE GOD OF VENGEANCE.” 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 

The opening meeting of the twenty-second session was held last Sunday 
evening in the Masonic Halls, the lecturer being Rabbi Dr. B,.. SALOMON, of 
Manchester. Mr. MicnarL Stuons, D.L., the President of the Society, was in 
the Chair 

Dr. SALOMON, taking as his subject “*The God of Love and the God of 
Vengeance: A Reply to Our Critics,” examined the true meaning of love, which, 
he said, was the very essence of the Jewish faith. 

In his opening passages, Dr. SALOMON said: “ There is one point on whicl: | 
would like to touch before I deliver my address. There were some ill-advised 


| suggestions that owing to the terrible war, which occupies our minds almost to the 


exclusion of everything elsé, the work of the Literary Society should be suspended. 
I have not seen one valid reason put forward for such an action. At a time like 
the present, when the newspapers are filled with horrors, when we never know 
what the next day may bring forth and when there is hardly a family that has not 
a personal interest in the awful conflict, it is right that we should find some 
solace for our anxiety not in frivolous pursuits but in intellectual relaxation. 
I hope toengage your attention this evening on a subject which I conceive to be al 
important, for it is the basis of: much, if not all, of that deadly antagonism whic! 
has, alas! prevailed for so many centuries between Judaism and Christianity, and 
which has provoked controversy rivalling in bitterness that love which is not lost 
between Protestant and Catholic. I wish to discussand to show the utter baseless 
ness of the calumny, which is always levelled against our faith, that our God, the 
Father of all, isa God of vengeance and that not, until the advent of the ‘pale 
Galilean,’ was the world taught the doctrine of Divine mercy. It seems incredible 
that in the twentieth century, with the Old Testament open for all to read, this 
belief should still find adherents, but we know only too well that it is one which 
Christianity cannot afford to do without, and when some time ago I found myself 
enyaged in a newspaper warfare with a prominent Manchester divine on 
capital punishment, he declared it a survival of the cruelty of the Old Testament. 
The Old Testament properly studied and viewed, not from the standpoint of those 
higher critics whose delight in discovering discrepancies is only equalled’ by their 
inability to find similar defects in the New, is the Book of Books in the fullest and 
widest acceptance of the term. That much abused and ill-used term ‘ Socialism’ 
finds its truest meaning in the teaching found therein. All men, we are told, were 
made in the image of God, they are all equal in the sight of God.” 
In his further remarks the lecturer said the Old Testament told us that all were 
children of God, all the same in the sight of God and all mankind united ina 
commor brotherhood. He did not intend to enter intoa discussion as to how one 
could reconcile science with religion but, look at the Bible as one would, the fact 
remained that in it the unity and brotherhood of man were never lost sight of and 
formed the connecting link between the first man and the last of the Prophets. In 
the Jewish faith there was no relation between God and Man and Man and Man :n 
which Love was not the predominating factor. When we reflected on the history of 
Christianity and on the unnecessary persecution of various peoples—not only the 
Jews—it seemed incredible that we could any longer believe in the existence of 
Love. When we saw all Europe in flames and Christian nations with but one 
thought—-that of exterminating each other—we had the right to say that 
“Christianity and Love” was a contradiction in terms. Love was allied with 
Justice and Truth, and that cannot be called Love which knew no distiction 
between good and evil. That Triple Alliance—Love, Justice and Truth—was the 
guiding-star of Judaism. In explaining the phrase ‘‘God of Vengeance,’’ Dr. 
Salomon said that the idea was a safeguard to our own violent tempers, 
and that it was not for us but for the Divinity, in whose image we were 
created, fittingly to punish those who deserved it. Dr. Salomon concluded: 
If we cast a bird’s eye view over the teachings of the Prophets, we can 


have no hesitation in declaring Judaism a truly catholic faith. We find 
Ezekiel denouncing the iniquities of the King of Tyre, and _ threatening 


him with punishment, not for his crimes against Israel, but against other 
heathen nations.. Moab will perish, says Amos, for its desecration of the bones of 
the King of Edom. Jonah is sent to warn Nineveh of the destruction over- 
hanging its sinful life. And in common with Israel they are promised salvation 
and redemption, if they pursue the paths of morality and righteousness. And 
when the day of universal peace shall reign, when the millennium proclaimed in 
the stirring words of Isaiah is at hand, it is not Israel alone that is to reap the fruits 
of universal peace and happiness, but he is to share them with the world at large. 
The history of Israel is the history of love. I think I have said enough to convince 
you that our claim to have first taught the world the doctrine of universal love is 
unimpeachable. I will conclude with one quotation, taken not from modern 
times, not from medieval ages, but from the time when Israel first became a poli- 
tical power under King David, when the Psalms were composed and sung to the 
glory of the God of Israel. In them stands, in golden letters, ‘Love and truth 
are met together, righteousness and peace have kissed each other.” This is what 
the Jew prayed for, and this in spite of persecution has been and still is the great 
principle of his faith summed up in the words, “ Love thy neighbour as thyself,” 
as in this is also embodied God's love to mankind.

The problem of obtaining a sufficient, plentiful supply of really nutritious food 
is one which just now confronts a great many housekeepers whose allowance |as 
been “‘cut down” owing to the war.

intelligent young menand women. Messrs. Cope Bros., who have branches in most 
of our suburbs, areable to supply fish, which is fresh every day and is always charged 
at the lowest market prices. They have representatives at Dillingsgate, whose 
duty it is to watch the prices of the various markets, and so adjust their own prices 
to them. A week or so ago, Messrs. Cope had difficulty in obtaining fish as 
plentifully as heretofore, owing to the fact that the fishermen did not care to ris‘ 
the mines which the Germans laid’ blowing up their craft. | Now fortunately, that 
difficulty is overcome, because cruisers having been out over the fishing areas the 
men have regained their confidence, and just now fish of almost every kind is 
plentiful and cheap. Cod is specially good at the present time, and 
here is an adjunct of untold value to the thrifty housewife. Of coursc, 
Jewish cooks have many and varied ways of preparing fish in the most 
tasty and appetising manner, but where young chiidren are being catered for there 
is no.much better way of cooking cod than by just simply boiling it and serving 
it with a smooth white sauce. Cod's roes are also extremely valuable food, 


while few of the mothers who are so ready to rush to the chemist’s and purchase 


cod liver oil for their children directly there is a sign of a cough or cold, realise 
that were they to give their children. cod’'s livers for their breakfasts several 
mornings during the winter in all probability they would be much less I:kely to 
take cold.

RELIEF OF THE BELGIAN REFUGEES. 
The Work of the Union of Jewish Women. 


Our unfortunate brethren whom the war has deprived of hearth and home, 
and who have been driven helpless into our midst, have met with immediate and 
practical assistance on all sides from the Jewish community here in London, The 
Union of Jewish Women undertakes those cases of better class refugees, men, 
women and children, for whom homes are found, either temporary or permanent ; 
they are the receivers and distributors of refugees, who are sent to them from the 
Shelter, from Poland Street, and from the War Relief Committee. The Union 
has opened a special hostel in St. John’s Wood Road, which is the residence of 
Abram Davis, Esq., and which he has generously lent to them for the purpose, 
and here they can house thirty-two inmates from one to six days, that is to say, 
while they are finding for them either hospitality or permanent homes. 

The Union works in connection with the hostels formed by the communities of 
the Hampstead, Dalston, and Portuguese Synagogues, and also with hostels which 
are in process of formation in Birmingham and Sheffield. The Hampstead Syna- 
gogue are opening their third hostel shortly, and their work among the refugees has 
been magnificent, numbers of congregants giving private hospitality to the 
unfortunate Belgians. The West London Synagogue has given a sum of money in 
lieu of hospitality, and the Bayswater Synagogue is giving hospitality through the 
Shelter. The hostels have mostly a matron in charge, with a staff of servants, but 
at the Portuguese Hostel three or four families are doing their own work, superin- 
tended by the ladies of the committee. | | 

The Union have also found employment for some of the refugees, where they 
do not displace English labour, Many have become governesses in the stead of 
foreign ladies whom the war has driven back to their homes. Many willing 
volunteers are helping the Union who have started lessons for Belgian. children in 
‘English, while others are assisting materially by taking the Belgians about, and 
seeing them suitably placed where it is possible, 

The Belge-Jewish refugees are largely townsfolk, quite the majority coming 
from Antwerp, while others have left Brussels, Liege and Ghent to seek safety on 
these shores, Up till Tuesday last, November 3rd, the Union had placed 300 
refugees, large numbers of whom were in family groups, |

The anomaly of the thing is heightened by the. circumstan 
that here and there the sons of men who have been interned, are laying down 
lives for King and Country in the trenches of the Allied armies '

writer awaited “‘ Aunt Matilda’s ” views on the earth-shaking ethnological problem. 
Would she extend her sympathy to this distressed correspondent, and bid her live her 
prejudice down? “Your letter fills me with indignation,” she replies, and the 
answer loses none of its coldness in unemotional print. “Do you know, 
adds “Aunt Matilda,” “that when you are being taken for a Jewess you are 
being paid a compliment?”

__ AUNTIE’'S CHAT. 


The portions of the Law being read just now each 


| Sabbath are particularly interesting, dealing as they do 


with the lives of the patriarchs, and recounting in simple 
language the life stories of those grand old fathers and 
mothers of our race who lived their peaceful lives and 


handed down to us examples of virtue and beauty 


enshrined in the touching records of the Bible. To- 

morrow. we read of the death of Sarah and Abraham's 

negotiations with the sons of Heth for the field of 

Machpelah as the burying-place of his teloved wife. 

There is muchinthat narrative that deservesa moment s 

consideration. 
-A Prince of God. 

The first thing that strikes usin the Biblical account 
of this incident is the extraordinary position which 
Abraham had won for himself among the inhabitants 
of the country to which, as he himself confessed, he 
had come asa stranger. For when he asked them for 
a place of burial for his honoured dead they answered 
him with the words, “‘ Thou art a Prince of God among 
us.” Not only was Abraham looked up to asa chieftain 
or prince, but asa religious leader, a spiritual chief, a 
holy man, a “Prince of God.” To such aman they 
felt they could not refuse any request he might make. 
“In the choice of our sepulchres,” they said to him, 
“bury thy dead; none of us shall vithhold from thee 
his sepulchre, but that thou mayest bury thy dead.” 

Abraham's Courtesy. 

One must study the Hebrew text rghtly to 
appreciate what the Bible tells us. The narrative goes 
on to say that Abraham bowed }*IN"7-BYV?. This expres 
sion is generally used to indicate the ignorant, uncultured 
boor. Touched by the generosity and respect shown 
to him Abraham did not stand on his dignity but he 
bowed “to the people of the land,” tothe Am Haaretz, 
who, though, perhaps, untutoredand unlettered, had yet 
betrayed generous instincts. Abraham knew how to 
show courtesy toinferiors and though he wasa great 
chieftain, with mighty possessions, he bowed to thie 
Am Haaretz who showed him akindness. He would 
not take advantage of the offer made to him.’ He 
refused to accept a gift but expressed a desire to pay 


hundred pieces of silver.

‘current money with the 
merchant.” Thus he secured the caveand buried Sarah. 
All the formalities were completed, for we are told that 


‘the field and the cave that is therein were made sure 


unto Abraham for a possession of a burying-place by 
the Children of Heth.” Jewish cemeteries are always 
secured in perpetuity. Jews should always be polite!
